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Grandin Shopper's Park 
planning new complex 


St. Albert's Municipal 
Planning Commission is pre- 
sently considering a proposal 
by Grandin Shopper's Park 
Ltd. which would have the 
shopping centre double in 
size to 223,904 square feet. 
The proposal also includes 60 
two bedroom apartments to 
be built just south of the 
ALCB Building on the 
shopping centre's west end. 

The main components of 
the re-development are a 60 
room hotel, and four storey 
office comples (which would 
be located adjacent to cach 
other in the eastern section 
of the centre). The entire 
structure has been designed 
as a low profile complex 
which blends with the 
Grenadier Park ravine, Only 
22 vertical fect of the hotel 
would be visible from Gros- 
venor Boulevard and that 
interface has been described 
by the St. Albert Planning 
Department as superior to 
the view afforded by the 
present structure. 

Members of the MPC also 
heard that Grandin Shoppers 
Park Ltd. had given some 
indication that it would aid in 
the development of Grena- 
dier Park, an area which is 
notin the city’s budget for 
the immediate future. 

The plan calls for demo- 
lition of the existing portion 


of the mall cast of Macleod's 
as well as the north portion, 
excluding Firestone, The 
Shell service station will 
remain, West of Macleod's 
everything stays except for 
the space occupied by the 
bakery which becomes a 
south entrance to the mall in 
the proposal, 

Most of the businesses 
now located in the section of 


the mall earmarked for 
demolition will be relocated 
in an early stage of the new 
construction to avoid as 
much inconvenience as pos- 
sible. 

A parkade on the eastern- 
most end (next to Grandin 
Road) and an underground 
facility (exclusively for cus- 
tomer use) beneath the 
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Foundation 
established to 
preserve past 


The Albert Lacombe His- 
torical Foundation was re- 
cently formed to sponsor, 
establish and administer a 
museum complex in St. 
Albert, 

The Foundation will be 
co-operating with other com- 
munity agencies, including 
the local Historical Socicty 
and school boards, with a 
view to restoring and main- 
taining the history of St. 
Albert. 

An interim slate of officers 
Was appointed: Arlene Borg- 
stede, president; Barry Br- 
eadner, vice president; Rob- 
ert Byron, seeretary and 
Gordon Unger, treasurer, 


The first annual meeting is 
to be at the City of St. Albert 
City Hall Annex at 8 p.m. on 
Wednesday, December 6, 
1978, Membership, while 
limited to 50 personnel, is 
open to residents of St. 
Albert and district who are 
18 years of age and older. 

The Foundation is prim- 
arily interested in preserving 
the Father Lacombe Mus- 
cum, hopes to do something 
with Grandin House, and will 
work towards co-ordinating 
the activities of individuals 
and organizations interested 
in preserving the architee- 
ture and artifacts from St, 
Albert's past.

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Shopping centre 
delayed till April, 1980 


According to the latest 
projections of Abacus Cities, 
St. Albert will get its regional 
shopping centre by April of 
1980. (According to a Gazette 
report of March 10, 1977, it 
was originally scheduled for 
completion by September of 
1978). At Monday night's 
meeting of council, frustra- 
ted aldermen attempted to 
get some answers from 
representatives of the devel- 
opers of the joint project, 
Abacus Cities and The 
Hudson Bay Company. 

However, at least one key 
question regarding the delay 
went unanswered, 

Derek Payne of Abacus 
Cities told council that 
although the shopping centre 
would go ahead as planned, 
there would be a delay in the 
completion, In summarizing 
the work completed to date, 
Mr. Payne said that the 
builders had concluded that a 
floating slab must be used 
under the shopping centre, 
which will be partially 
located over a sewage 
lagoon, He said working 
drawings have been com- 
pleted, anda building permit 
issued. Storm sewers have 
been installed and 10,000 
yards of ‘undesirable mat- 
erial’’ cleared from the 
lagoon, with fill substituted. 

Members of council at this 
point seemed to be mentiifty 
wrinkling their noses as Mr, 
Payne told them the Safeway 
store would be located over 
the former lagoon, The 


clearing process took twice 
the time anticipated, said 
Mr. Payne. Pre-loading to 
provide a firmer base had 
been applied and instru- 
ments inserted in the ground 
to measure settling. He 
further stated that contracts 
had been awarded to four 


major contractors and the 
levelling of the main site 
initiated, 

However, according to Mr. 
Payne, problems and delays 
occurred at this point with 
permanent and interim fin- 
ancing. He said the situation

was complicated by the joint 
venture nature of the project, 
as well as by spiralling 
interest rates that had risen 
as much as two percent. As a 
result, construction was sto- 
pped in early September 
until financing arrangements 
were straightened out. 

By carly November, this 
was achieved, with Canada 
Trust arranging the per- 
manent financing and the 
Bank of Montreal the interim 
financing. 

However, problems did 
not end here. By this time 
the frost was in the ground, a 
condition which prohibits the 
initiation of floating slab 
construction, Unlike conven- 
tional methods which go 
below the frost line, and are 
thus unaffected, the floating 
slab is a shallow method and 
the presence of frost in the 
ground can cause frost heave 
and slab failure.

PENALTY CLAUSES 


The possible invocation of 
penalty clauses against the 
developer was implied by 
Ald. Rod Throndson, who 
referred to ‘certain safe- 
guards’ in the city’s de- 
velopment agreement with 
Abacus. He then asked the 
developer if he anticipated 
any further delays, Mr. 
Payne said no, but added 
that uncontrollable factors 
such as strikes in the labour 
force could cause delay. 


Ald. Liesbeth Bakker ex- 
pressed her disapproval of 
the site’s location saying it 
was a choice of the previous 
council, despite warnings 
that the shopping centre 
would retard the develop- 
ment of the downtown core. 
Mrs. Bakker termed the 
downtown ‘the heart of this 
community"’ and commented 
that the former council had 
reacted to public demand by 
approving the project. She 
told Mr. Payne that because 
of the affect on the downtown 
the developers had an 
“enormous — responsibility’ 
to complete the project as 
quickly as possible, to pre- 
vent further delay to down- 
town development. 

Seeming to be on a similar 
wavelength to Ald, Thrond- 
son, Mrs. Bakker asked what 
would happen if the city took 
action on a clause in the 
development agreement 
which ties the provision of 
municipal services to pro- 
gress on the project. Mr. 
Payne replicd that this would 
be “financially disastrous" 


to his company. He said his” 


company was aware of a 
clause in the agreement 
requiring the developers to 
compensate the city for tax 
losses incurred by the delay. 

Mayor Ronald Harvey said 
he was ‘very disappointed" 
at the delay and commented 
he was surprised to hear that 
two companies like Abacus 
Cities and the Hudson's Bay 
Company could have diffi- 
culties with a line of credit. 
He stated Abacus could have 
done more during the sum- 
mer months, 

Ald. Shields added a 
lighter note to the proceed- 
ings, saying council did not 
wish to appear ‘like Cleo- 
patra -- killing the messenger 
because we don't like the 
message."’ 

Following the presenta- 
tion, Jim Cullen and Mr. 
Wallace of Abugoyv and Sun- 
derland, architectural engin- 
cers, and EBA Engineering, 
svils engineers respectively, 
explained the technical diffi- 
culties the site posed, Mr. 
Cullen explained that while 
winter construction was pos- 
sible on a project like that of 
the senior citizens devel- 
opment, which involves the 
use of pilings below the frost 
line, it was a different 
situation with a floating slab.

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CANADIAN CONTROLS 
A Guest Editorial from the Washington Post 
As the United States heads into another 
experiment with wage and price guidelines, 
Canada is emerging from three years of 
mandatory controls. Since controls remain very 
much a topic of conversation here in 
Washington, despite President Carter's best 
efforts to rule them out of consideration, the 
Canadian experience invites attention. The 
Canadian controls were fairly successful, as 
these things go. From that, you can draw 
several conclusions. 


The first conclusion is that it helps to be lucky. 
The controls went into effect at a moment that 
turned out to have been a very good one. 
Because of highly expansive public policy, by 
late 1975 the Canadian inflation rate was a 
roaring 11 percent. A spirit of loony reckless- 
ness. had. seized a large part of the labor 
movement,..and first-year increases in wage 
settlements were averaging 20 percent. When 
the controls arrived, they put sharp limits on 
wage negotiations. But, by a happy coincidence, 
food prices were falling, and the exchange value 
of the Canadian dollar was rising, making 
imports cheaper. Working people's purchasing 
power rose, and the controls were off to a good 
start. 


But as it usually happens in these matters, the 
good luck expired before the controls. In the 
second year of the program, food prices began 
rising, the Canadian dollar fell dramatically, and 
higher fuel costs kept hitting consumers. Now, 
at the end of the three years, wage increases 
are running very close to the target level of six 
percent a year. But consumer prices, which 
were supposed to be rising no more than four 
percent a year by this time, will be up about 10 
percent this year. 


That leads to the second conclusion: Yes, just 
as George Meany and the AFL-CIO have been 
telling us, it's a lot easier to control wages than 
prices. It doesn't necessarily mean that controls 
were good for business profits and bad for 
working people. The Canadian price controls 
froze businessmen’s margins, both gross and 
net, over their bitter objections. Meanwhile, the 
controllers argue, the wage restraints held down 
labor costs in a time of slack economic growth, 
which in turn kept employment higher than it 
would otherwise have been. There you have the 
strongest and most substantial justification of 
these controls—that they provided a shock 
absorber as government policy deliberately 
slowed economic growth. 


But that's rather subtle and abstruse argument. 
Most Canadians see only that their food bills 
and heating bills keep going up, controls or not. 
That erodes political support for the controls 
programs, and for the government that imposed 
it. It's a point that deserves careful considera- 
tion by those Americans who want to try 
mandatory controls again here. 


Over the past two years, Canadian prices have 
been driven up by exactly the same three forces 
that are driving up US prices now—rising food 
costs, rising energy costs and a falling dollar. All 
three of these forces are generated 
international markets. None of them is subject 
to any government's controls. 


There you have a third conclusion: The success 
of any controls program, as consumers and 
voters see it, will depend crucially on 
international influences that lie beyond that 
nation’s reach. With that huge qualification, 
Canada's controls seem to have helped. The 
main danger there three weeks ago was wildly 
increasing wages, and that pattern has been 
greatly changed. But wages, and _ union 
pressure, are not leading the inflation in the 
United States. There is not much in the 
Canadian experience to induce Americans to 
resort to the same remedy here,

A bylaw to amend the land 
use designation of the con- 
troversial Shell property in 
Forest Lawn passed third 
reading. The bylaw re- 
designates the property from 
Special Study area to Neigh- 
bourhood Residential and 
General Commercial. 


Bylaw 42/78, a bylaw to 
authorize the issuance of 
debentures for three buses 
passed first reading. 


Council moved that the 
deadline for the Citizens 
Committee report on Comp- 
ensation of elected city 
officials be extended. 


Swine 
testing 
progress 


Canada's hogs are about 
20 percent leaner than they 
were a decade ago. Some of 
the improvement is due to 
better feeding and manage- 
ment practices. But most of 
the gain is credited to genetic 
improvement in breeding 
stock. 

Agriculture Canada and 
the provincial governments 
help hog producers pick top- 
producing swine through the 
Record of Performance pro- 
gram, 

Boars are evaluated at 
eight test stations across the 
country and compared for 
leanness, feed conversion 
efficiency and the time it 
takes them to reach a weight 
of 90 kilograms. Last year, 
more than 3,000 boars were 
tested. The average pig 
tested required 45 kilograms 
less feed to reach market 
weight last year than in 1968. 


Report proposes schedule 
for construction of roads 


The developers of Wood- 
lands who by now must he 
eligible for permanent status 
on City council agendas, once 
again appeared before coun- 
cil at the regular Monday 
night meeting. Council in- 
vited representatives of Car- 
ma Developers to present 
their report on the devel- 
opment of roadways in the 
southeast sector of the city. 
The firm had commissioned 
‘ the report as part of the 
development agreement with 
the city for the Woodlands 
project. Appearing before 
council was Mr. Cope of 
Carma, and Mr. R. P. Triffo 
of Stanley Associates Engin- 
ecring Ltd., the firm com- 
missioned to do the study, 

Mr. Cope reported that the 
surface work to the first 
stage of the Woodlands 
project was complete and the 
power is currently going in. 
Underground work is comp- 
leted and work on housing is 
expected to start soon. It is 
anticipated that homes will 
be on the market by Summer 
of 1980, 

In speaking of the report, 
Mr. Cope said that it had a 
dual objective: that of ful- 
filling Carma’s part of the 
development agreement, and 
to support approval for the 
next stage of the devel- 
opment, 

The report presented by 
Mr. Triffo came to several 
conclusions, based on diff- 
erent scenarios for road 
development. 

The population in the 
southeast sector is 11,681, 
according to the report. It 
points out that without the 
149-156 street link, the 
critical intersection govern- 
ing traffic movements in and 
out of this sector is Hebert 
Road and the St. Albert 
Trail. The report maintains 
that even when the popula- 
tion of the southeast sector 
reaches 16,500 existing str- 
ects would still be adequate 
to accommodate traffic, 
without the 149-156 street 
link. If Gervais Road and 170 
street are improved, the 
report states that even a 
population of 20,000 in the 
southeast sector could be 
accommodated without the 
149-156 street arterial, The 
report notes that the full 
impact of the Woodlands and 
Pineview Phase | neigh- 
bourhoods will not be fully 
realized until 1980. These 
projects will add 3,500 
persons to the southeast 
sector, 


LINK NEEDED BY 1980 


Working on the assump- 
tion that Phases § and 6 of 
Akinsdale will materialize on 
schedule in 1979 and 1980, 
the report states that the 
149-156 street arterial will be 
needed by the end of 1980, 
This demand will be created 
by the extra populations from 
Woodlands, Pineview and 
Akinsdale. This scenario, 
however, assumes no mater- 
ial improvement to 170 
street, 

The report concludes that 
the construction of the 
149-156 street arterial be- 
tween St. Albert's south east 
sector and 137 avenue will 
benefit the new neighbour- 
hoods, the Campbell Indust- 
rial Park and existing resi- 
dential areas. Design and 


construction of the 149-156 
Street route is slated for 
1979-80, but the time re- 
quired for land acquisition 
will determine when the road 
will be finished. 

The report looked beyond 
the impact of new neigh- 
bourhoods under construct- 
ion and also assessed the 
effects of population from 
Woodlands Stage 2, which 
has yet to be approved. The 


authors foresee the impact of 


this neighbourhood making 
itself felt by mid-1980 and 
during 1981 and 1982. There 
is not expected to be a 
demand on roads from 
employees at the Campbell 
Industrial Park until 1980. 
Thus the reports concludes 
that with the planned im- 
plementation of 149-156 str- 
ect route by 1980, the traffic 
demands in the year 1980 
will be casily accommodated. 
It goes on to say that if the 
149-156 street route is con- 
structed to two lanes, it will 
be adequate until 1983. It 
would then require widening 


to four lanes. 

In its recommendations, 
the report suggests the city 
should start now to appeal to 
various agencies for an east 
St. Albert arterial. This 
would involve an extension of 
149 street to the potential 
alignment of an east St. 
Albert arterial, with that 
arterial constructed back to 
153 avenue, It states further 
that discussions should also 
be held with officials to 
encourage the early exten- 
sion of 153 avenue between 
the proposed 149-156 street 
link and the 127 street in 
Edmonton. 

In relation to the con- 
troversial funding formula 
for the 149-156 street route, 
Ald. Smith inquired if Carma 
would consider paying a part 
of St. Albert's portion of the 
road through the RDA, She 
stated that it is Carma's 
development that is genera- 
ting ‘‘a- good amount of the 
traffic.’"” Mr, Cope respon- 
ded that his firm would be 
willing to discuss cost shar- 
ing immediately.

The ink used 
is a thermographic foaming 
ink which reacts to heat 
drying and hardens in a 
raised surface, not unlike 
embossing or piercing ... The 
cost is said to be lower than 
the old system and has an 
case which could permit 
many more printers to enter 
a service to the world’s 
sightless people.

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Brief tells of inaccessible buildings, 


lack of programs 


“Don't Help Us Out -- 
Help Us In!"" This slogan 
was the central theme of a 
presentation made to city 
council Monday night by the 
St. Albert Association for the 
Handicapped. The Associa- 
tion appeared to present a 
brief on the needs of the 
handicapped in St. Albert, 
Representing the association 
were Eyla Rogers, William 
Lukasiewich and Ron Yeats. 

In presenting their report 
the members pointed out 
that a handicapped person 
cannot even buy a postage 
stamp in St. Albert. Someone 
else must do it for them, as 
access to the Post Office is 
impossible for those in 
wheelchairs. [The inaccessi- 
bility of public buildings was 
emphasized when the asso- 
ciation members entered the 
Town Annex itself for the 
meeting. The party en- 
countered back-breaking 
challenges in getting one of 
their members, up the stairs 
and through the door for the 
council meeting]. The asso- 
ciation’s brief specifically 
named the post office, the 
Akinsdale Clubhouse and 
Appleyard Square shopping 
centre in Akinsdale as a few 
of the local facilities to which 
the handicapped are denied 
access. 

The brief noted that 
through the efforts of the 
association, improvements 
had been made to the 
Fountain Park Pool, although 
the structural plans made full 
accessibility impossible. 


However, the group noted 
i i j 


that the law requires acc- 
essibility to facilities, and 
said the handicapped should 
not have to come ‘‘cup in 
hand" to have these changes 
made. 

The association's brief 
makes the point that if the 
city is operating on a build- 
ing bylaw based on the 
National Building Code, the 
matter of access should fall 
to the city’s technical staff. It 
also points out that citizens 
other than the handicapped 
are affected by obstacles to 
access, such as those push- 
ing baby carriages or shop- 
ping carts; senior citizens 
requiring assistance and 
those temporarily disabled. 


NEARLY 400 CHILDREN 
BUSED 


The lack of programs for 
the handicapped was also a 
concern outlined in the brief. 
The report estimates that 
nearly 400 St. Albert children 
are bused into Edmonton to 
programs held at the Glen- 
rose Hospital, Winnifred 
Stewart School and other 
centres, The association ask- 
ed that the council support 
their fight for high quality 
programming which would 
be 100% funded for school 
age children. 

The necessity of early 
intervention in the lives of 
handicapped children is str- 
essed in the brief. As an 
example of an organization 
moving in the right direction, 
the St. Albert Day Care 
Centre was cited for its 


integration of handicapped 
children with other children. 
However, many handicapped 
children are not able to be 
placed in such a program and 
have to go elsewhere. How- 
ever, while the day care 
centre is financially suppor- 
ted by the city, the programs 
for these other handicapped 
children are not. 

A major concern of the 
association lies in trans- 
portation. While Edmonton 
has the DATS buses avail- 
able for the handicapped, 
this service does not extend 
beyond Edmonton city limits. 
The group feels a provincial 
subsidy would permit the 
extension of this service to 
St. Albert. They also point 
out a confusion in res- 
ponsibility for the transpor- 
tation of handicapped chil- 
dren to school. Because 
these children are transfer- 


red out of the jurisdiction of 


St. Albert school board, 
no-one is certain who is 
responsible for transporta- 
tion -- the St. Albert boards, 
the Edmonton Boards, or the 
parents. A lack of qualified 
bus drivers further compli- 
cates the issue. In its 
recommendations, the asso- 
ciation recommends that 
special transportation ser- 
vices for the Handicapped be 
co-ordinated throughout Ed- 
monton, Such a_ service 
would serve both adults and 
children and it is suggested 
funding be split between the 
province and local govern- 
ment and/or school boards. 
The association stresses that

they seek equality of access, 
not the adaptation of services 
and facilities used by every- 
one, This means in some 
cases, such as transporta- 
tion, there would be separate 
but equal systems, 

In connection with ser- 
vices, the association asks 
the city’s suppert in the 
effect to obtain broadened 
services to the handicapped. 
Any handicap produces str- 
ain, and the group points out 
that alleviating such strain 
before a family crisis erupts 
is desirable. The brief 
suggests this might mean 
more counselling, a crisis 
relief centre, broadening of 
the Help Society programs, a 
training program for *‘sit- 
ters.’’ They also request a 
liaison with the Home Care 
Program. The association 
will be printing a brochure 
outlining services for the 
handicapped here. 


CITY STAFF COMMENDED 


The report commended 
Lois Shaw and Helen Durand 
of the Community Services 
department, who run a youth 
leadership program and pro- 
vide outings for handicapped 
children, as well as Fountain 
Park Pool staff Sandra 
Harding and Brian Sullivan 
for their efforts for the 
Handicapped Fun Swim. 

In regard to other social 
and recreational needs, the 
report stressed that segre- 
gated programs are not 
always necessary, as the 
handicapped could integrate 
with others successfully in a 
number of these programs. 

In presenting the brief, the 
Association members made 
several observation about the 
limitations of St. Albert for 
the Handicapped, While new 
areas have been built with 
more concern for these 
needs, older areas can be an 
exercise in frustration for the 
handicapped. The downtown 
area is particuarly difficult 
and in the words of William 
Lukasiewich, the handicapp- 
ed are forced to be ‘*back 


making access by wheelchair 
a dangerous process. 

As a result of the pre- 
sentation, council decided to 
refer the question of acces- 
sibility to buildings to MPC, 
to be considered in its 


discussion of the Land Use 
Bylaw. 

Several motions by Ald, 
Bakker relating to the needs 
of the handicapped will be 
discussed at the council's 
first meeting in January.

apartments will increase the 
parking capacity to 984 
vehicles from the present 
350. 

The apartments to be 
constructed above thé un- 
derground facility would 
provide revenue to the de- 
veloper to cover the cost of 
constructing the parking lot. 
They have been designed to 
appeal to young married 
couples and singles who 
would likely be working in St. 
Albert and in need of 
accommodation. Mr. Wayne 
Krygier of R.R. 1 St. Albert, 
owner of the shopping 
centre, pointed out that with 
the influx of new business an 
increased demand for this 
type of accommodation 
would arise. The apartment 
blocks (two) are set on a 
stagger facing the ravine and 
would only be partially 
visible from nearby Gresham 
Boulevard, 

Mr. Krygier said similar 
logic also applied to the 
construction of the office 
complex which would house 
accountants, lawyers, etc. 
moving to St. Albert to serve 
the growing business com- 
munity, including the Pro- 
vincial Court House now 
under construction in the 
downtown core. 

Traffic flow into and 
around the shopping centre 
will also be altered to a more 
efficient pattern. Some en- 
trances will be closed and a 
main entrance opened across 
from the entrance to City 
Hall. Parking stalls will be 
realigned to a north-south 
direction, Grandin Shopper's 
Park feels this will eliminate 
the difficulty of parking up 
(or down) hill during icy 
winter conditions, The gen- 
eral parking plan has been 
co-ordinated with the main 
‘anchors’ (Safeway and the 
liquor store in the west and 
the hotel and office complex 
in the east) to provide 
balance and convenient acc- 
ess to the complex itself. 

Actual retail space in the 
proposal will exceed the 
existing amount by 12,674 
square feet to bring the total 
to 123,674 square feet. Mr. 
Krygier told the Gazette that 
the retail shops would be of 
the specialty variety and that 
no major department store 
would be included, The retail 
portion will occupy the lower 
level of the entire complex. 

Perhaps the most in-

velopment is the hotel. Mr, 
Krygier, who presently owns 
five hotels, said it would be 
of a quality comparable to 
Holiday Inn with actual hotel 
rooms on the top flodr only. 
The other levels would house 
restaurants, lounges, meet- 
ing rooms and retail stores. 
The main entrance would be 
from the top level of the 
parkade on the hotel's 
eastern side. A garden court, 
with fountain and trees will 
be the centrepiece of the 
concourse level in the hotel, 
and will be open (similar to 
Kingsway Garden Mall) to 
the mezzanine level. 

If and when approval is 
given to the re-development 
proposal it will be 18 months 
to completion. Mr. Krygier is 
hopeful that approval will be 
given by February of 1979 in 
order that construction can 
be completed close to the 
time the new regional shop- 
ping centre is completed. 

Speaking with the Gazette 
Saturday Mr. Krygier said 
his re-development proposal 
was put together with the 
development of St. Albert's 
downtown core. in mind, He 
said it should give other 
developers an incentive to 
come forward with other 
projects in the area; all of 
which will help ease St. 
Albert's residential tax bur- 
den by increasing the com- 
mercial share. 

In addition to an increase 
of $156,000 in tax revenue 
the re-development of Gran- 
din Shopper's Park is expec- 
ted to create 275 new jobs, At 
present tax revenue coming 
out of Grandin Shopper's 
Park amounts to $94,000 and 
300 persons are employed 
there. 


PUBLIC INFO MEETING 


MPC has asked that 
Grandin Shoppers Park hold 
a public information meeting 
to gather input from resi- 
dents of St. Albert. The 
meeting will be held tomor- 
row at 7:30 in the Club 
Mocombo and Grandin Sho- 
ppers Park hopes to be back 
to MPC by next Tuesday with 
the results. 


MPC CHECKING LEGAL 
STATUS OF PARCEL 


MPC is also seeking legal 
advice on the status of a 2.2 
acre site slated as the 
location of the underground 
parking lot and apartments. 
The parcel was originally 
zoned commercial and re- 
ceived Park designation in 
1964 as part of a land 
dedication when the residen- 
tial area south of the shopp- 
ing centre was being de- 
veloped, A legal hassle 
resulted between the de- 
veloper, St. Albert Develop- 
ment Lid., and the town, In 
1968 the courts returned the 
parcel to St. Albert De- 
velopments but the zoning 
remained Park. Three years 
later the shopping centre, 
including the parcel in ques- 
tion, changed hands and 
came into possession of the 
present owners. In 1971 the 
town council gave first read- 
ing to a rezoning bylaw 
which would have given the 
parcel commercial zoning 
once more but the bylaw 
never received second and 
third reading. 

Private individuals are not 
allowed under provincial law 
to own parkland and the old 
Municipal Government Act 


(in effect at that time) states 
that a municipality must 
purchase any land zoned 
park within six months of the 
rezoning. The purchase nev- 
er took place and Grandin 
Shopper's Park has title to 
the land. This is the legal 
status of which MPC is 
seeking clarification. 

Members of the MPC 
agreed November 28 that the 
proposal had considerable 
merit and asked that ad- 
ministration define the areas 
of concern in an expeditious 
manner which would indicate 
MPC would like to see the 
matter clarified and brought 
before the committee as soon 
as possible. 

Citizens who wish to 
examine the proposal first 
hand are reminded to attend 
the public information meet- 
ing tomorrow.

McClung House is historic resource 


A Calgary house, once the 
residence of Nellie McClung, 
well known political figure, 
authoress, and early champ- 
ion of women’s rights, has 
been designated a Provincial 
Historic Resource, announ- 
ced Horst A. Schmid, mini- 
ster of culture, 

The house, at 803 - 1Sth 
Avenue S.W., was construc- 
ted around 1910. Mrs. Me- 
Clung resided in it from 1923 
to 1935, the years in which 
she achieved some of her 
more notable political and 
literary successes, 

Originally from Manitoba, 
Mrs. McClung was instru- 
mental in gaining the vote for 
women there. The McClung 
family moved to Edmonton in 
1914, where Nellie continued 
her cause. She became a 
member of the Legislative 
Assembly from 1921 to 1926, 
commuting from Calgary for 
the last three years of her 
elected position. 

Included among her many 
accomplishments, were her 
membership as the only 
woman on the Dominion War 
Council and representation 
as Canada's only delegate to 
the league of Nations, both in 
1918. In 1929, she was one of 
the ‘'Valiant Five’’ who 
brought about the legal 


recognition, by the British 
Privy Council, of women as 
persons. In 1936, Mrs. Me- 
Clung was appointed the first 
woman on the CBC board of 
OV ernors, 


Last year the Province 
designated the home of 
another leading Albertan 
woman - Emily Murphy. The 
home of this renowned auth- 
or, police magistrate and

Papua: nation of many 


paradoxes 


Papua New Guiné@ is a 
South Pacific nation which 
can boast 700 different 
languages and where space- 
age technology has arrived in 
the last 40 years among an 
indigenous people. Many 
communities have phones 
with international dialing via 
satellite, but no village water 
supply. There is tribal 
fighting with bows and arr- 
ows among people who knew 
airliner travel before they 
ever saw a land vehicle. And 
the government gives leg- 
islation ‘recognition to witch- 
doctors at the same time as it 
commissions international 
consortiums to remodel the 
geography of an entire river 
system. 

This is a Commonwealth 
country, yet little is heard of 
it in the Western world. 

CUSO (the Canadian Uni- 
versity Service Overseas) has 
had volunteers in Papua New 
Guinea for a number of years 
-- doctors, dentists, teachers, 
mechanics, _agriculturists, 
public health nurses, tech- 
nicians and tradespeople.

Gallup poll shows support for schools 


Albertans approve of the 
education their children are 
recciving, favour small clas- 
ses, and think teachers 


should have a say in deciding 
working and learning con- 
ditions in schools, according 
to a Gallup poll conducted in 
the province in late October. 

Results of the poll, re- 
leased recently by 


ATA 


president Mac Kryzanowski, 
indicate 78% of Albertans 
think schools are doing a 
good to outstanding job of 
educating children, with 
fewer than 15% finding 
schooling inadequate. The 
strongest support came from 
rural arcas, where 82.8% of 
the people voiced their app- 
roval 


‘The results support what 
we've been trying to tell the 
government for the last three 
years: education is in good 
shape in this province; there 
is no need for a major 
overhaul. We've heard a 
tremendous amount of non- 
sense about the people wan- 
ting a radical shift back to 
‘basic’ education. That sup-

want. The people want the 
kind of education now being 
provided." 

**There is always room for 
improvement in education," 
Kryzanowski said, “but the 
results of the second ques- 
tion show that the improve- 
ment Albertans want is in the 
lowering of class sizes."’ 

A second finding of the 
survey, which involved per- 
sonal interviews with more 
than 1,000 Albertans, show- 
ed strong support for small 
classes. Of those polled, 
78.4% thought classes 
should have fewer than 26

pupils. Respondents in rural 
areas again led the way, with 
84.2% wishing classes of 25 
or less. 

The third question asked 
whether teachers should 
have a say in determining 
learning and working condi- 
tions in schools. Edmonton 
Public teachers struck for 10 
days in September in an 
effort to gain the right to 
negotiate these conditions. 

The results of the survey 
were overwhelmingly in fav- 
or of teachers and school 
boards sharing responsibility 
for such decisions about 
equally, with 60.4% of the 
public opting for co-deter- 
mination.

Alberta's new Matrimonial 
Property Act will become 
effective on January 1, 1979 
as a result of an order- 
in-council passed recently. 

The new law could have an 
effect on everyone in Alberta 
who is married, separated or 
divorced. It sets specific 
vuidelines for the distribu- 
tion of property owned by 
one or both persons when a 
marriage breaks down. 

The new law states that on 
marriage breakdown, pro- 
perty acquired during marr- 
iage will be shared equally 
by the two spouses unless 
the court decides it would be

New act to change 
property distribution, 


unfair to do so. If the two 
parties agree upon a basis for 
sharing this property, a 
judge's order is not nec- 
essary. 

Although some property is 
exempted, the balance of the 
matrimonial property which 
is to be shared is almost all of 
the property the two persons 
acquired after marriage. If 
the court decides it will be 
shared on any basis other 
than a 50/50 split, the act 
sets guidelines for the dis- 
tribution, 

A marriage contract would 
over-ride the act and allow 
spouses to be bound by the 
rules they chose, but the 
contract must be written 
according to the require- 
ments of the act. 

The new legislation does 
not deal with maintenance 
payments which are covered 
in the Divorce Act and the 
Domestic Relations Act. 

When the two parties 
disagree on property distri- 
bution cither spouse may 
apply to the courts for a 
matrimonial property order 
which is in the form of a 
Statement of Claim for 
distribution of their property.

Retailers rapped 
for sexist ads 


Retailers have had their 
hands slapped by a member 
of the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission for reinforcing 
sexist stereotypes in their 
Christmas advertising. 

At issue are the kinds of 
toy and game ads, abundant 
in both print and electronic 
media, which state that 
“vour little girl will just 
adore our sweet Sindy - she 
wets, she cries, she cuddles"’ 
or “our big Mack truck will 
provide hours of fun for the 
little man in your house.” 

“I'm not a child psy- 
chiatrist, but lam a parent,” 
says Connie Osterman, a 
Human Rights Commiss- 
ioner for five years and a 
mother of five children on 
her farm near Carstairs. It's 
not a big issue, but it seems 
to me that advertising of this 
kind is just one more obstacle 
to children expressing their 
own desires. It makes these 
little people very uncomfort- 
able about playing with toys 
other than those which the 
T.V. tells them to play with.” 

High-pressure toy adver- 
tising starts early in Nov- 
ember and continues unaba- 
ted through the holiday 
season, says Mrs. Osterman. 
As a result, there is enor- 
mous pressure on parents to 
buckle under to commercial 
values, rather than allowing 
each child to gradually de- 
velop his or her own role.

The growth study meeting 
held at the Bon Accord Hall 
on Tuesday, November 28 
was discussed at last night's 
village council meeting. In 
order to bring the develop- 
ment proposal to the form of 
a bylawan amount of work 
will be required from the 
planner, engineers, the St- 
urgeon School Board, as well 
as others. Once it appears in 
bylaw form and receives first 
reading by the village coun- 
cil, it will be advertised 
publicly and a formal public 
hearing will be held. De- 
pending largely on the 
response at that hearing, the 
bylaw will go to village 
council for second and final 
reading. 

Due to time and space, the 
Gazette could only outline 
the proposals outlined in the 
Bon Accord Planning Stra- 
tegy paper in last week's 
issuc. Following is a closer 
look at the contents of the 
strategy: 


LAND USE 


Presently development has

However, the village may 
adopt specific and different 
overall densities for each 
neighbourhood depending on 
its location with respect to 
the downtown commercial 
area, major transportation 
routes, public facilities and 
for other appropriate reas- 
ons.

The village will require 
developers to submit an area 
structure plan, which must 
be in accordance with pro- 
cedures and information re- 
quirements as outlined by 
the council, Multi-family de- 
velopments must provide for 
adequate on-site parking and 
recreational areas. The vill- 
age council proposes that all 
power and telephone lines in 
future residential areas will 
be constructed underground. 


COMMERCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


Present commercial sites 
primarily cater to the imme- 
diate needs of Bon Accord 
residents. Larger commercial 
outlets have not located in 
the village due to the small 
population, but with the 
expected growth of the com- 
munity, it is expected that 
more outlets will be attracted 


and pedestrian arteries regarding the proposed 
development of Bon Accord. The proposal has been 
mainly determined in consideration of the NAR line 
which limits east-west circulation. The village plans to 
develop a pedestrian and bicycle circulation system 
which would link residential areas with schools, shops, 
parks and recreation facilities.

The village council will 
continue to support contin- 
ued development in the 
downtown business district. 
Comprehensive planning and 
compact development will be 
encouraged rather than scat- 
tered commercial activities. 
As well, the council will 
require future developers to 
provide adequate off-street

INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT 


The amount of existing 
and proposed vacant land in 
Bon Accord is relatively 
small. In an effort to en- 
courage industrial develop- 
ment the village will seek to 
maintain a supply of serviced 
land in excess of expected 
demand. 

The village maintains that 
polluting industries will not 
be permitted to locate within 
the municipality and that 
industrial areas~-will be 
separated from residential 
areas by landscaping, buffer 
strips, major transportation 
routes or a gradation of land 
uses. The village also plans 
to take maximum advantage 
of senior government poli- 
cies, programs and incen- 
tives. 


SCHOOLS 


The present Bon Accord 
School, which provides in- 
struction for grades from 
kindergarten to grade 9 is 
approaching full enrollment 
capacity, Therefore, a school 
site has been recommended 
in the proposed land use 
plain, 

The proposed location is 
centrally located and in 
proximity to a recreation 
area, which enhances the 
current joint use agreement. 
It is hoped that the school 
will be located in such an 
area that young children will 
not have to cross major 
traffic arteries or other 
physical or man-made ob- 
structions in order to reach 
the school, The village will 
hot permit industrial devel- 
opment adjacent to the 
school site and the village 
favors the principle that if 
the school reserve land is not 
required for school purposes 
that it should be returned to 
the village at no cost.

N.F.U. president 
expresses views 


The regional co-ordinator 
of the National Farmers 
Union, Bill Dascavich, wants 
a referendum held to deter- 
mine whether farmers would 
be in favour of all feed grain 
sales being handled exclu- 
sively by the Canadian 
Wheat Board. 

In a letter mailed Nov- 
ember 23 to the Honorable 
Otto Lang, transportation 
minister in charge of the 
Canadian Wheat Board, Mr. 
Dascavich pointed out that 
union members are expres- 
sing concern over their lack 
of equal delivery opportunity 
in the domestic marketing of 
feed grains and the depres- 
sing effect on price because 
of an over supply of feed 
grains being delivered into 
the grain handling system. 

In his letter, Mr. Das- 
cavich reminded the Minister 
that a referendum on whe- 
ther or not they favoured the 
new feed grains policy 
introduced in 1973 was pro- 
mised to be held within a 
year. The referendum has 
not been held. 

The last annual convention 
of the NFU passed a reso- 
lution calling for a referen- 
dum to be held, governed by 
the following rules: 

1) Only permit holders 
within the CWB area be 
allowed to vote; 

2) The vote be decided on 
a simple majority of ballots 
returned; 

3) The vote be taken 
before the end of the current 


crop year; 

4) There be no provision 
on the ballot for anything 
except a simple ‘‘yes"’ or 
“no” to the question; 

5) The ballot to read ‘Are 
you in favor of all feed grains 
being handled exclusively by 
the CWB?" 


WIRE SENT 


Mr. Dascavich also pro- 
tested the lack of co-opera- 
tion by the federal govern- 
ment in the funding of 
purchasing additional grain 
hopper cars. He suggested

U.G.G. president 
questions CWG’s 
hopper cars purchase 


The president of United 
Grain Growers (UGG) 
Thursday issued a strongly 
worded statement opposing 
the Canadian Wheat Board's 
announcement last week it 
would tender for the pur- 
chase of 500 to 2,000 hopper 
cars, 

“It was done without the 
sanction of grain farmers or 
their organizations, yet the 
payment for hopper cars will 
come right out of the farm- 
ers pocket,’’ Mac Runciman 
the president of U.G.G, 
commented, 

“Only two weeks ago both 
United Grain Growers and 
Manitoba Pool Elevators 
held their annual meetings, 
yet not a word was said to 
delegates about the purchase 
of hopper cars. Was the 
Board afraid of farmers’ 
opinion? If not, its action can 


only be described as taking 
under liberties,’" added Mr, 
Runciman, 

Runciman stated that he 
intends to question U.G.G.'s 
3,500 local board members 
and find out how they feel 
about buying hopper cars. 
He intends to make public 
their responses and provide 
their comments to the 
Canadian Wheat Board, the 
government and opposition 
parties, 

The president of the Prair- 
ie grain co-operative said, 
"The UGG board of directors 
strongly oppose the purchase 
of hopper cars at this time. It 
results in a hidden increase 
in Crow's Nest rates which 
are statutory rates, without 
parliamentary authority. 
Furthermore, it is not clear 
whether investment in hop-

plied to the village by four 
wells having a total aggre- 
gate capacity of 200 imp. 
gal./min., which is capable 
of supporting a population of 
1,800 people on a peak daily 
basis. (The current popula- 
tion is about 1,100), The 
water is hard and contains 
iron. 

The village is in favor of 
instituting a filter system, 
which will alleviate the iron 
problem, but plans on leav- 
ing the softening of the water 
up to the residents. Many 
residents already have their 
own water softening equip- 
ment. 

The storage of water is 
important mainly to provide 
an adequate fire fighting 
supply-and to meet the peak 
hourly water demand, It is 
also advantageous in con- 
sideration of well and equip- 
ment servicing. 

To supply adequate fire 
protection and storage for 
the proposed community size 
of from 3,500 to 4,000 
people, the village will be 
building a 500,000 gallon 
reservoir in 1979. 

In 1977, the sewage 
treatment facilities were up- 
graded to handle a popula- 
tion of 1,700 and for future 
expansion to accommodate a 
population of 3,500 people. 
However, the upgrading of 
the sewage facilities for the 
proposed population increase 
is not considered a major 
capital expense. 

The village will require a 
conceptual outline of sewer 
and water systems prior to 
future development.

that this forced the Canadian 
Wheat Board to purchase the 
railcars at the farmers’ 
expense in order to help 
ensure delivery of export 


sales and take advantage of 
expanding sales opportun- 
ities. 

In a telegram sent No- 
vember 24 to the Honourable 
Otto Lang, Mr. Dascavich 
pointed out that he regarded 
the government's action as a 
back door approach to sub- 
verting the spirit of the 
statutory rate agreement for 
hauling grain. 

Earlier Dascavich said that 
while he recognized the need 
for more rail equipment and 
better rail transportation 
service to meet export grain 
sales, farmers alone should 
not be expected to pay for a 
transportation system that 
benefits the country as a 
whole and is functional to 
railway and grain company 
profit taking. 

Mr. Dascavich also ex- 
pressed concern. that pro- 
ducers of non-board grain 
would benefit from the addi- 
tion of CWB hoppers, with- 
out contributing to their cost. 
He pointed out that this 
would represent an inequit- 
able allocation of costs.

am still convinced a major 
answer to the ‘car shortage’ 
problem lies in management 
of the cars we have. I'm not 
being critical of the Board 
staff -- they're doing the best 
job they can with the system 
they have to work under. 
Maybe, however, we need to 
change the system and have 
grain companies take a 
larger part in the decision- 
making.”* 

He said that he is dis- 
appointed in the Canadian 
Wheat Board Advisory Com- 
mittee relationship. He won- 
ders if the members ofthe 
Advisory Committee were 
told. If so, he wonders why 
the Advisory Committee did- 
n't inform farmers and if the 
Advisory Committee wasn't 
told, why it wasn't. 

Runciman believes the 
Canadian Wheat Board 
should drop its tenders, At 
$45,000 a hopper car, the 
cost of 2,000 cars amounts to 
$90 million of farmers’ 
money and that kind of 
money should not be spent 
without farmers’ approval. 

“The question of ‘who 
pays?’ still has to be settled. 
If the Board goes ahead, the 
very least that should be 
done is the federal govern- 
ment guarantee Canadian 
National will buy back the 
cars when the grain freight 
issue is settled. At least, 
then, farmers will get their 
money back,"’ President 
Runciman concluded. 


A waste 
of money 


Farmers who apply sul- 
phur fertilizer to irrigated 
land in western Canada may 
be throwing their money 
away. 

A plant nutritionist at 
Agriculture Canada's re- 
search station at Lethbridge, 
Alta., says the results of a 
recent study he carried out 
show that growers who 
irrigate apply two to five 
times as much sulphur as is 
harvested in their crops. 

Sulphur is an essential 
plant nutrient and is defi- 
cient in many Canadian soils, 
However, water used in 
irrigation in the West already 
contains more sulphur than 
the crops require.

countered water well pro- 
blems that may have been 
caused by seismic activity in 
the area. The problems 
include disruption of water 
service through pollution of 
water supplies, silting, sedi- 
mentation and, in some 
instances, the total disrup- 
tion of water sources. 

A landowner who ex- 
periences a decrease in his 
water supply, which he feels 
is related to seismic activity, 
should, if possible, contact 
the geophysical company to 
negotiate a settlement. In 
cases where a farmer is 
unaware of the geophysical 
company, or cannot nego- 
tiate a settlement, he should 
refer the matter to Alberta 
Energy and Natural Res- 
ources. The geophysical br- 
anch of that department will 
examine the situation, con- 
duct an on-site inspection 
and determine the amount of 
compensation which the 
company should pay. 

In cases where the geo- 
physical branch, the farmer 
and the company cannot 
come to an agreement as to 
the nature of the problem 
and its cause, the matter will 
be referred to a separate 
committee for review. That 
committee, composed of 
representatives from Alberta 
Agriculture, Alberta Energy 
and Natural Resources, Al- 
berta Environment and two 
farmer members of the local 
agricultural development co- 
mmittee in the area where 
the complainant resides, will 


review the matter and make 
recommendations to the 
Minister of Agriculture re 
garding assistance. Com. 
pensation will then be paid 
directly to the landowner 
The Water Well Recovery 
Program is retroactive to 
January 1, 1976.

Bison 
for 
sale 


A herd of live buffalo from 
Elk Island National Park, 20 
miles east of Edmonton, will 
be offered for sale for 
ranching purposes by Parks 
Canada in mid-December. 

Superintendent Fred 
Bamber said the park's 600 
head of plains bison has to be 
reduced because the herd 
has exceeded its grazing 
capacity in the SO square 
mile fenced national park. 

So 125 buffalo will be 
offered for sale in blocks of 
12, 13 and 25 and another SO 
head will go to Alexander 
reserve where Indians have 
already established a bison 
ranch, 

An upset price of $250 an 
animal has been established 
for yearlings and $300 for 
older animals, Parks Canada 
will receive sealed tenders 
up until December 14 at its 
offices in Calgary, Winnipeg 
and Hull, Quebec. Part of the 
park's herd was last offered 
for sale five years ago. 

The grass-fattened buff- 
alo, ranging in weight from 
300-1,000 pounds, are being 
offered to Canadian firms or 
residents interested in ran- 
ching. 

“Ranchers have indicated 
that a market exists for 
buffalo meat, which tastes 
like beef, and our animals 
are prize specimens,"’ said 
Superintendent Bamber.

Cattlemen reject 
unlimited beef imports 


The Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association recently rejected 
as unrealistic and counter- 
productive the demands of a 
number of groups including 
retailers and importers for 
the complete removal of beef 
import quotas for 1979. 
Stewart Brown, president of 
the Association, said that any 
move to try and force down 
beef prices through un- 
limited imports would not 
only be frustrated by high 
world prices but would also 
seriously erode producer 
confidence in the future of 
the beef industry. 

Brown said that he was 
particularly disappointed 
with the recent statements of 
the Consumers’ Association 
of Canada calling for removal 
of all import quotas and 
tariffs on beef. The president 
of the consumers group is on 
record as supporting the 
need for a strong and viable 
domestic beef industry - 
which traditionally provides 
Canadians with 95 percent of 
their beef requirements.

Remember that story of that 
garden which was filled with 
blossoming trees, where 
children played and laugh- 
ed? A wealthy man bought 
the property and the garden 
sat silent and alone.

brown. The trees no longer 
blossomed. The man (for all 
his wealth) died and had no 
one to claim his property. 
Once again children began 
to play there, Brown, tall 
grass no longer covered the 


ground, The trees took new 
life and blossomed forth 
gaily, almost like the chu- 
ckles of children, 

Can that big river hill 
become a part of children's 
lives again, as it wasin my 
childhood? You who need a 
rifle range, are your self 
interests more important that 
letting youngsters have a hill 
to coast down? Wouldn't it 
be far nicer to see them slide 
there than trying to find a 
little mound of snow by a 
roadway? 

Sure, there are lots of 


“children’s interests’’ in 
Gibbons, but did you ever 
see a child who doesn't 
either want to climb some.

thing? By golly, you were 
once kids too, and I dare say 
you too would enjoy bumping 
your behind once again!

Canada being the only wide 
open beef market in the 
world. Mrs. Miles is not 
serving her constituents well 
in suggesting that consumers 
should support the doubtful 
short term benefits of un- 
limited imports against the 
long term stability of the 
domestic industry. 

We are currently at the 
bottom of the current beef 
cycle said Brown and it is 
important that cattlemen 
begin re-building their herds 
in order to assure beef 
supplies in 1980 and beyond. 
If quotas are removed at this 
important point in the 
decision making process, 
many cattlemen will lose 
confidence in the long term 
viability of the industry and 
will continue the sell down of 
heir cow herds, 

Further than that, the idea 
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reject imports 


that beef prices are un- 
reasonably high or supplies 
too low is a myth, Over the 
past several years beef prices 
have not advanced as str- 
ongly as consumer incomes. 
The cattlemen are certainly 
prepared to discuss with 
Government or other groups 
fair and equitable import 
levels for 1979 and have 
frequently suggested that 
some form of beef import act 
would provide more security 
and stability for both pro- 
ducers and consumers. 
However, said Brown, we 
cannot and will not accept 
any action that will remove 
the very low level of pro- 
tection that Canadian produ- 
cers now have against an 
erratic and highly unstable 
world market. We hope that 
consumers across Canada 
will not only be sympathetic

it's time to have a good look at the sports facilities in this 
town ... sorry, City. 

Let's start off with arenas and ice rinks. 

Perron arena ... built several years ago, was St. Albert's 
first indoor ice facility. The Kinsmen had a lot to do with the 
building of this building. It served its purpose well, I think, 
brought a great excitement to hockey here. | remember 
going almost every Friday night to watch the St. Albert 
Comets a few years back. The place was almost packed 
every time. Lots of fun. Pretty good senior hockey, too. The 
arena looks older than it really is, however, and that is the 
only fault it has. On a scale of one to 10, I'll give it a seven. 

Then there is the Akinsdale arena. Not quite a year old. 
It's a really nice arena, in my opinion, but it’s major 
shortcoming is its seating capacity. Where the Perron arena 
has a capacity of about 800 people, the Akinsdale arena has 
a little less, Why? I don't know. Poor planning, I believe. 
Someone's not looking down the road a few years. The 
Akinsdale facility should have a seating capacity of about 
1,500. It has pretty good ice, though, and that's good, 
because you can see some good, fast hockey there. A City of 
this size should definitely have a bigger arena. 
Lloydminster’s arena, the main one, has a seating capacity 
of about 2,000, and the town only has a population of about 
13,000. We have a population of double that. Yet our new 
arena has a seating capacity of one third. Something doesn't 
sound right here. On the scale, I'll give it a five. 

St. Albert doesn't lack outdoor rinks, though. When the 
Akinsdale and Grosvenor rinks are repaired, (damage due to 
fires), there will be a grand total of eight facilities, all of 
which I think, have two rinks at each location, If my math 
isn’t too far out, that's one rink for every 1,900 people. On 
the scale, a nine. 

If you take into account all ice surfaces in St. Albert, 
there's a rink for every 1,600 people. Then you take into 
consideration the amount of people who skate, and it’s 
probably around one rink for every 800 winter daredevils. 1 
think that's a healthy ratio. 

One idea I really like is the clearing and flooding of the 
Sturgeon River. The City deserves a pat on the back for this. 
With a light snowfall glistening in the lights along the bank, 
it makes beautiful skating. It's almost a scene from a 
postcard. And if the City manages to clear off the Lacombe 
Lake, that will prove to be another ideal spot for family 
skating. If the City keeps ahead of the winter weather, 
they'll get a 10 out of 10 on this. 

Somehow I'm not being as critical as | thought | would. 
Oh well, maybe next week, when I review swimming pools, 
tennis courts and fields (soccer, football, baseball).

Throughout the 
season CANSI will present 
brief bi-weekly glimpses of 
all aspects of North Am- 
erica’s fastest growing win- 
ter sport.$ 

Cross country skiing is 
easily learned. It's merely an 
extension of basic walking 
and running movements, but 
on snow, using poles and 
skis. 

During the pre-season 
months simple, but efficient, 
exercises can prepare you 
for touring. 

Develop your own program 
or join with friends two to 
three times per week, in 
sessions of 20 minutes. 
These sessions should in- 


clude a mixture of walking 
and jogging, warm up and 
warm down exercises such as 
leg stretching, arm and trunk 
rotations. 

Gradually increase length, 
distance, and energy use 
during sessions. Avoid hard 
sprinting and running. Build 
slowly.

With 1979 proclaimed the 
International Year of the 
Child (TYC), this year’s line 
of UNICEF Christmas cards 
has more significance than in 
previous years.

A gold casket filled with 
bones of contention found in 
northern Greece has stirred

The two tombs and the 
bones date from the epic age 
of Philip 11 of Macedon, the 
father of Alexander the 
Great. Manolis Andronicos, 
professor of archeology at 
the University of Thessal- 
oniki, who found the casket 
and directed excavations at 
the site near the village of 
Vergina, believes that one of 
the tombs was Philip's and 
the bones are his. 


ARTIFACTS TELL STORY

One 
was shorter than the other, 
and scholars know that Philip 
was lame. 

Lack of definitive proof or 
specific inscriptions led some 
experts to challenge the 
professor's identification. 
The fact that the main 
chamber of the tomb was less 
lavish than might be expec- 
ted also has raised doubts. 

Dr. Andronicos counters 
that, since Philip was assas- 
sinated with the possible 
complicity of his fourth wife 
Olympias, the burial may 
have taken place hastily, 
without time for the usual 
finishing touches on the 
tomb’s inner walls.

FILLED WITH TREASURE 


The excavation yielded a 
cornucopia of ancient trea- 
sures. Among them: four 
large wall paintings created 
by Greek artists of the fourth 
century B.C., gold, silver, 
bronze, and iron objects that 
are masterly examples of the 
ancient art of metalworking; 
and an array of weapons that 
fills in gaps of knowledge 
about Macedonian culture. 

Even more remarkable 
was the discovery of four 
miniature ivory portraits -- 
each less than an inch high. 
Dr. Andronicos had no 
trouble in identifying two of 
the ivory miniatures. 

“lL had at first looked at 
these relics quickly,"’ he 
recalls. ‘‘But when I exam- 
ined one of the heads more 
closely, | could not believe 
my eyes: It was an excellent 
portrait of Philip. Here was a 
mature man with a somewhat 
fatigued expression, an in- 
jured eye, but clearly with 
great strength of character, 

“Shaken by my discovery, 
I picked up a second head 
and searched it carefully. It 
seemed impossible that I 
could be mistaken; this was 
the most beautiful sculpture 
of Alexander the Great that I 
had ever seen,"’

Giant kelp sometimes gr- 
ows more than a foot a day, 
but sea urchins feeding on 
the base of the plant can 
devastate underwater kelp 
forests. Sea otters help 
control the urchins and also 
eat almost anything else 
available. In one day, an 
otter can put away 12 
abalones, 20 sea urchins, 11 
rock crabs, 60 kelp crabs, 
and 112 snails -- some 10 
pounds of food. 

The seafloor in even the 
deepest ocean depths sup- 
ports life of one sort or 
another. Fearsome in app- 
earance, many deep-sea cr- 
eatures rarely grow longer 
than a foot, and some emit 
light, possibly to lure prey, to 
attract mates, or to frighten 
predators. 


TEETH AID SURVIVAL 


The two-inch long hatchet 
fish has bulging tubular eyes 
for searching out a meal; 
needle-sharp teeth line its 
huge gaping mouth. The 
four-inch fangtooth can hold 
a fish as large as itself in its 
cavernous mouth. 

Surface dwellers such as 
the Portuguese man-of-war 
help nurture life all the way 
to the ocean floor. Their 
waste matter and even their 
tissues when they die slowly 
sink toward the bottom. 

These bits of nutrients 
sometimes take months to 
reach the bottom, but they 
are an important ingredient 
of life at all ocean depths. As 
they descend, the particles 
are attacked by bacteria. The 
carbon and nitrogen in these 
particles are vital to the 
survival of the animals of the 
deep. 

In the chill waters of the 
Arctic and Antarctic, small 
shrimp-like crustaceans call- 
ed krill provide the major 
source of food for larger 
animals. They swim in 
schools so dense they can be 
detected by remote sensing 
satellites. It is estimated that 
between 800 million and five 
billion tons of krill exist in 
Antarctic waters alone.

Landscaping helps conserve energy

However, we can make 
nature work for us, Land- 
scaping can tame some of 
nature's influences on our 
homes and help save energy 
and money in the process. 

In its book, The Con- 
servation of Energy in 
Housing, Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
offers advice to builders and 
developers on landscaping 
techniques that help con- 
serve energy. Although 
somewhat technical in its 
details, the book's general 
advice for landscaping can be 
followed by any homeowner. 

When deciduous trees, are 
planted on the south, south- 
east or southwest sides of a 


house, their leaves can shade 
the surrounding land and the 
house in summer. In winter, 
when they have dropped 
their foliage, the low winter 
sun can shine through the 
branches into the house 
providing warmth. 
Evergreens should be pl- 
anted on the north side of a 
house to help block the winds 
of fall, winter and spring. 
Trees, shrubs, and ground 
cover, can lower summer 
temperatures because they 
release into the air the 
moisture stored in their 
foliage. By strategically lo- 
cating such vegetation ar- 
oung your house, you can 
create some cooling that 


reduces the need for air 
conditioning. 

But a word of caution is in 
order concerning tree-plan- 
ting. Certain fast-growing 
trees such as poplars should 
be planted a sufficient dis- 
tance from the house and any 
adjacent structures so that 
their root systems do not 
interfere with building foun- 
dations. Most trees drink a 
tremendous amount of mois- 
ture from the soil, a parti- 
cularly important fact with 
certain types of clay soil. The 
resulting dehydration of the 
ground can cause unwanted 
settling of below-ground 
construction, 

Vines growing on the walls 


of your house will help block 
solar heat in the summer. 
They are particularly effec- 
tive on the west wall which is 
hit by direct sunlight during 
the hottest part of the 
summer day. Take care to 
plant only those varieties 
which will not damage the 
outside of your house. 
While planning your yard 
with energy conservation in 
mind, don't forget that 
patios, walks, fences and 
other common structures 
have a part to play. 
Light-colored sidewalks 
and patios can actually boost 
your home's heat by reflect- 
ing sunlight and heat to- 
wards the house, Foundation 


shrub or flower beds will 
help cut this reflective heat 
in the summer. 

Well-placed fences or sun- 
screens can also help cool 
your house in the summer. 
They should be light-colored 
to reflect heat and louvered 
to permit breezes to pass 
through. 

The secret to using all 
these natural and man-made 
energy-saving landscape 
features is intelligent pl- 
anning. Trees, shrubs, fen- 
ces and screens all have to be 
positioned with care so you 
get the desired effects of 
blocking unwanted heat and 
winds while admitting wel- 
come breezes and sunlight.
